The following comments relate to the Office Action dated March 14, 2006. Applicant 
wishes to bring to the attention of the examiner that the refusal to consider the Information 
Disclosure Statements received by the USPTO on 07/28/2005 and 1 1/24/2005 (please note the 
wrong year dates in the Office Action) is improper.

US a p plications must be identified by the inventor, 
the eight digit application number (the two digit series code and the six digit serial number), and 
the filing date. If a US. application being listed in an IDS has been issued as a patent or has 
been published, the applicant should list the patenf>or application publication in the IDS 
instead of the application. Each foreign patent or published foreign patent application must be 
identified by the country or patent office which issued the patent or published the application, an 
appropriate document number, and the publication date indicated on the patent or published 
application. Each publication must be identified by publisher, author (if any), title, relevant 
pages of the publication, and date and place of publication. The date of publication supplied 
must include at least the month and year of publication, except that the year of publication 
(without the month) will be accepted if the applicant points out in the information disclosure 
statement that the year of publication is sufficiently earlier than the effective U.S. filing date and 
any foreign priority date so that the particular month of publication is not in issue. The place of 
publication refers to the name of the journal, magazine, or other publication in which the 
information being submitted was published. Pending U.S. applications that are being cited can 
be listed under the non-patent literature section or in a new section appropriately labeled. 

Applicant has also complied with these requirements. 

Accordingly, there is no requirement to name the inventor of the patent application for 
which an Information Disclosure Statement is submitted. Applicant therefore requests that the 
submitted IDS be considered and copies of the SB/08 Forms initialed by the examiner be 
returned to the Applicant. 
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
